Men have relegat- 
ed God to the melons ot the unknowable, 
Scripture i.s looked upon as a mere mytli, 
the commandments of God are like worn 
out garments, tliey are out of fashion for 
the people of this nineteenth cenr.ury; 
Christian purity, chastity and- "humility 
are virtues hardly reco^uixed today, and 
instead wo have sordid interests, a desire 
to find what the world thinks and flays of 
us, an 1 asatiuble deslre to please ube 
world and GO follow its principles. 


It may ue said that at no 'period in the 


world's history was vice more prevalent 
tl^an in this age of enlightment and prog- 
ress.

And then the Catholic church does -not 


go around with a proselytising spirit, she 
does not go out on the streets with IL baud 
and a bass drum to drum up converts.

is the great motive power?

Even tlie poor man who has to toil from

every virtue—there is the man whose ex- 
ample is followed and choae who witness 
hi.H upright and mural lifeat once conclude 
that the religion that makes such a char- 
acter must he lieaven-boiu. 


Then again \ve have many good young 


men who strugglu with their passions and 
hold firmly to tlie pRtUs of virtue. Those 
around them admiring their nobility of 
character conclude that tbe religion that 
gives to the world such young men must 
be the religion of Jesus Christ. 


And the young women whom you me'n 


know to "be so beautiful in their noble 
purity and their virtues, they, too, bring 
honor to the church ami to God. These, 
then, are the forces at work today drawing 
great, intellects and great hearts into the 
bosom of the church.

sphere, to lead others to the fold by the 
power of example. 


Non-Catholics,.and men of no religion, 


are uneasy, they look around for some- 
thing they have not,- .they are groping 
around in darkness and they are ready to 
accejic the truth. Hence in tbis land of 
ours lliere is a vast.field for missionary 
labors and this work can be done by good 
example. 


Here the reverend speaker digressed to 


show how people can be kept out of the

Union and N on-Union Men En- 


gage in Fight, 


KNIVES AND EEVOIVEES WEEE 


FREELY USED, 


Forty Officers Arrested Sev- 


eral of the Leaders. 


Cleveland, April 23.—Rioting began 


between the union and non-union lum- 
ber'shovers here yesterday. The men 
were armed with knives and revolvers, 
and came together at Pack, Gray & Co.'a' 
docks. 
Two 
men 
were 
seriously' 


v.-ounded, one perhaps fatally! Many 
have bruised faces and blackened eyes, i 


A vessel was to be unloaded at the' 


dock, and 225 union men were on hand to 
do-the .work. They, claimed the captain 
ha.d given, them the job. While they 
w'ere getting ready for the .work, a lar^e 
crowd of non-union laborers out in an 
appearance,-and their leaders, John_Po- 
witskl and August Swego, claimed" the 
work belonged to them. A wrangle 1m- 
.medlately followed, and in a few minutes 
the. men .were throwing bricks and In 
various ways endeavoring to annihilate 
. each other. 


Swego, the non-union leader, pulled a 


revolver, but before he had time to use 
It one of the other pans stabbed him in 
the neck- There v.-e«2 but three officers 
on the ground at the \.ime- one of whom 
received a .serious wound In the head. 
Henry~Bedliham, a non-union man, was 
kicked . insensible, and is terribly ;in- 
jured. About this time 40'officers ar- 
rived on the scene. The leaders of the 


. riot were hustled into patrol wagons. 
The police managed to stop the fight tem- 
porarily, but there is every prospect o£ 
further trouble, as .the men are swear- 
Ing vengeance on each other. 


Sectarian Business Settled. 


Washington. April 
23.—The senate 


yoaterday dlspose'd of the sectarian 
sc-.hool question, by adopting a compro- 
mise, framed by Senator Cockrell Old.). 
The Indian bill, as It came from the 
house, provided that "No money herein 
appropriated shall be paid for educa- 
tion in sectarian schools." This pro- 
vision Is struck out by the Cockrell 
amendment as adopted, and it is de- 
clared to be the settled policy of the gov- 
ernment to make no appropriations for 
sectarian schools after July 1, 189S, thus 
giving two years for the abandonment 
of sectarian schools, instead of an Imme- 
diate abandonment. The amendment 
was adopted by the decisive vote o£ 38 to 
24. The Indian bill was not completed 
when the senate adjourned. During the 
day the' bill was passed providing for 
the governmental regulation of excur- 
sion fleets attending regattas: also tho 
resolution calling for Information as to 
the arrest of Bishop Diaz in Cuba. Be- 
fore the pension bill was taken up, Mr. 
Goodwin.(Pop.) was seated In place o* 
ITr. Cobb (Dem.) from the Fifth Ala- 
bama district. 


Stole Property to Give Away. 


Boston, April 23.—A very mysterious 


robbery was explained yesterday by the 
confession of Mrs. Delia Brown, aged 40, 
which followed her arrest on the charg-e 
of having robbed the house of-.Eckel 
Herman on the night of Dec. 27, 1S95. 
The Herman house was thoroughly ran- 
sacked while the family were asleep, and 
about $150 worth of property was stolen. 
I^ast Sunday, llrs. Herman, while out 
walking, recognized a cape worn by a 
young woman as one stolen from her. 
The police then learned that the cape 
had been given the young woman by a 
relative named Brown. This Informa- 
tion resulted In the discovery and arrest 
of Mrs. Brown, who confessed her guilt, 
asserting that most of the articles stolen 
she had given away to relatives and 
others.

Habana, April 23. — Captain General 


Weyler yesterday expressed hls-view of 
the situation in Cuba, both present and 
prospective, which he\lalms to feel is 
very encouraging for the Spanish cause. 
He believes that It will be Impossible for 
.Maceo to pass the Trocha and get out of 
PInar del Hlo, even In the rainy season. 
General Weyler.said that the rebellion 
Is more "broken 'up than he expected 
would be the case, considering its earlier 
development In view of the demoral- 
ization and lack of resources throughout 
the Island, lie now expresses the hope 
that the pacification of the Island will 
be only a question of about eight months' 
time.

Washington, April 23.—Three Hundred 


distinguished men met In Metzerott'a 
hall yesterday for a conference to pro- 
mote the propaganda for. International 
arbitration. Gardiner Hubbard of till: 
city called the conference to order, and 
his Introduction of the temporary chair- 
man, ex-Secretary of State John W. 
Foster, as "The arbitrator between 
China and Japan," evoked applause. 
After a few words or welcome on behalf 
of the local committee and the mun'iclpal 
authorities o£ Washington, Mr. Foster 
said: 


"I cannot refrain from expressing1 my 


pride at the record \vhlch o'ur country 
has made. In the past !half century, o( 
unbroken peace with all the natlono of 
the earth, and of a steady j^lherence to 
the settlement of International differ- 
ences by the pacific method of arbitra- 
tion—a record almost without parallel 
among the' nations of the earth. You 
have not, therefore, assembled to rec- 
ommend to our government any new 
departure In Its policy on this subject, 
but rather to strengthen and confirm 
1: In the policy so long and so consistent- 
ly followed. 


"Compulsory arbitration between na'- 


tiong presents problems and difficulties 
not easy of solution, and1 it will be a 
great gain to the general cause If out o£ 
your deliberations a plan shall be 
evolved which will meet the objections 
and solve the difficulties. 
It seems a 


Utopian Idea to anticipate a general dis- 
armament of nations in our generation, 
and until barbarism and tKe spirit of 
conquest and oppression shall be ban- 
Islied from the earth, governments wll] 
be forced to maintain armies and navies. 


.

Mr. Edmunds was escorted to the plat- 


form, and in a graceful speech he said: 
"This assemblage, *.-epresentlne the 
largest civilized homogeneous body ot 
men and women on the globe, is extraor- 
dinary. The United States Is among the 
strongest nations of the world. It has 
the best reason of any great nation, In a 
mere selfish sense, to wish for arbitra- 
tion. It Is strong enough. In any but the 
most absurd cause, to defend itself, to 
promote Its policies and to carry on war, 
but It very strength Impels It back- 
ward." 


The convention lie said had met to aid 


ancTpromote the Interests of the govern- 
ment, and so far as example could go, 
the kindred government, to practice the 
principle of arbitration, and finally all 
other nations might follow their ex- 
ample. It was a pltifulthought that In 
tfils time of peace ovo.'Tiearly all of the 
world more than 1,000,000 of men capa- 
ble ,o£ taking part In the progress of 
civilization ^vere kept under arms, and 
1100,000,000 devoted to their support. 


The time must come when the armies 


of the world, like that of the United 
States, would be a mere police body. 
The force of public opinion-must be as 
constant as the law 'of gravitation1 for 
solving the difficult problem of ending 
war. The time would come when armies, 
for .aggressive/purposes, would be dis- 
solved, and the angel of peace would 
blow her trumpet over all the -world. 


A letter from Chief Justice Puller was 


read, conveying regrets that his health 
and public ~ difties would prevent him 
from testifying,by his presence his ap- 
proval of the cause of the convention. 
Also, a letter from Andrew Carnegie, 
who referred to the movement as "The 
noblest cause of this generation." In ;» 
postscript he mentioned the enclosure ot 
a. check of J1000 to help defray the ex- 
penses of the meeting1.

York, made an address on the history* 
and purpose of the conference.

ployes In his works." He declared that 
the'boards oC trade of the country should 
pay the expenses ot the meeting, and 
that it would be a humiliation to accept 
Mr. Carnegle'B gift.

Baltimore, April 23.—An unsuccessful 


attempt was made by the friends of 
Major McKinley to stampede the Mary- 
land Republican state convention into 
instructing the four delegates-at-large 
to vote for him In^St. Louis. It failed, 
because the leaders of the party In this 
state have agreed that the delegation 
shall go to St. Louis free to act as shall 
be deemed best after they shall have 
looked over the Held, and resolutions 
having this end in view were adopted by 
a decisive vote. 
The convention de- 


clared for protection and for a gold 
standard in a platform noticeable forfts 
brevity. The delegates selected were the 
result of a compromise between the fac- 
tions in the party. The convention was 
in the main harmonious, although at 
one time It looked as 1£ the slate might 
be broken by the followers of the Ohio 
statesman. 


Before the representatives of the com- 


mittees on permanent organization and 
resolutions were submitted, the conven- 
tion listened to a speech by General 
Adam E. King, former United States 
•consul general In Paris. 


Dr. George W. Bryant, a former slave, 


followed him In an address that pro- 
voiced the wildest enthusiasm. 
Loud 


calls for "Waller" brought the ex-consul 
general to Madagascar to the front of 
the stage in a brief speech. In which he 
congratulated the Republicans of Mary- 
land as having redeemed the state from 
Democratic rule. 


The election of delegates-at-large was 


then taken up, and George L. Welling- 
ton. James A. Garry and William T. 
JIdlster and Robert P. Graham wero 
unanimously elected. George Welling- 
ton Bryant o£ Baltimore, William E. 

Sinclair of 
Glenville, Dorchester county, and L. N.

premier, was a long record of unbroken 
failure. "Yet he never loses.a chance," 
ilr. Chamberlain said, "of sneering at 
his successors' efforts to preserve the 
peace and maintain the honor and in- 
tersts of the empire." 


With reference to the colonies, Mr. 


Chamberlain declared that there wera 
two governing factors in the situation 
In South Africa. 
The first was that 


England must continue to be the para- 
mount power, and would at all risks 
and costs resist any foreign Interference. 
The second was that owing to the pe- 
culiar situation that the Dutch were 
likely for many years to be in the ma- 
jority it was due of statesmen to do their 
utmost to maintain the friendship be- 
tween the English and Dutch. 
The 


Dutch in Cape Colony, he said, were as 
loyal as were the FrenchrCanadlans, 
but they sympathized with their kin- 
dred in the two neighboring- republics. 


With reference to Ihe anomalous sit- 


uation of the Transvaal refusing the 
common rights of citizenship to a ma- 
jority of its population, ilr. Chamberlain 
said that formerly the sympathies of the 
Dutch in South Africa, _arvd even the 
progressive Dutchmen of the Trans- 
vaal, were with the Ultlanders. Lately 
a revulsion of feeling had occurred, but 
he was confident that he would ere long 
i estore the situation as it was before the 
Invasion of the Transvaal. He intended, 
he asserted, to exhaust the resources of 
persuasion, argument and negotiation 
to attain that object. 


The Matabele rising, he pointed out, 


was quite a separate affair. The gov- 
ernment was alive to its gravity, but 
they believed that the local forces would 
be able to suppress it. and they there- 
fore did not Intend, unless in an unex- 
pected emergency, to send a large de- 
tachment of the British army to South 
Africa.

Secturluxi ijiulnetiB Settled* 


Washington, April 
23.—The senate 


yesterday disposed of the sectarian 
school question by adopting a compro- 
mise, framed by Senator C'ockrell (JIo.). 
The Indian bill, as It came from the 
house, provided that "No money herein 
upnronrl;ttecl shall be paid for educa- 
tion In sectarian schools." This pro- 
vision Is struck out by the Cockrell 
amendment as adopted, and it Is de- 
clared to be the settled policy of the gov- 
ernment to make no appropriations for 
sectarian schools after July 1. 1S9S, thus 
giving two years for the abandonment 
of sectarian schools, Instead of an Imme- 
diate abandonment. The amendment 
was adopted by the decisive vote of 38 to 
-'<. The Indian bill was not completed 
when ths senate adjourned. 
During the 


day the bill was passed providing for 
the governmental regulation of excur- 
sion fleets attending regattas; also the 
resolution calling for Information as to 
the t.rrest of Bishop Diaz In Cuba. Be- 
fore the pension bill was taken up, Mr. 
Goodwin (P'op.) was seated In place of 
Jlr. Cobb (Dem.) from the Fifth Ala- 
bama district.

Boston. April 23.—A very mysterious 


robbery was explained yesterday by the 
confession of Mrs. Delia Brown, aged 40,

has made, in the past half century, of 
unbroken peace with all the .nations of 
the earth, and of a steady adherence to 
the settlement of international differ- 
ences by the pacific method of arbitra- 
tion—a record almost "without parallel 
among the nations of the earth. You 
have not, therefore, "assembled to rec- 
ommend to our' government any new 
departure in Its policy on this subject, 
but rather to strengthen and confirm 
It in the policy BO loci; and so consistent- 
ly followed. 


"Compulsory arbitration between na- 


tions presents problems and difficulties 
not easy of solution, and It will be a 
great ualn to the general cause If out of 
your deliberations a plan shall be 
evolved which -will meet the objections 
and solve the difficulties.

Utopian Idea to anticipate a general dis- 
armament of nations In our generation, 
and until barbarism and tKe spirit ol 


j conquest and oppression shall be ban-

It was a pitiful thought that In 
tills time of peace ove/jiearly all of the 
world more than 1,000,000 of men capa- 
ble of taUirj; part in the progress of 
civilization Tvere kept under arms, and 
$100,000,000 devoted to their support. 


The time must come'when the armies 


of the world, like that of the United 
States, would be a mere police body. 
The force of public opinion must-be as 
constant as the law of gravitation for 
solving the difficult problem of ending 
-war. The time would come when armies, 
for aggressive purposes, would be dls- 
"solved, and the angel of peace would 
blow her trumpet over all the world. 
" 


A letter from Chief Justice Fuller was 


read, conveying regrets that his health 
and public dixies would prevent him 
from testifylng^by his presence his ap- 
proval of the cause of the convention.

"And,1 
he continued, "the press charge him 
whether justly or unjustly, -with, mak- 
ing large- profits by stinting the em- 
ployes In his works." He declared that 
the boards o; trade of the country should 
pay the expenses of the meeting, and 
that It would be a humiliation to accept 
Mr. Carnegie's gift. The motion was op- 
posed by Delegate Weeks of Pittsburg, 
and was buried under a-Iarge majority. 


The night session of the conference at- 


tracted a large audience. The speakers 
were Carl ..'^hurz .of New York, Presi- 
dent Angell of ilichigan university and 
Edward Atkinson of. Boston.

President. Ang-ell took issue with most 


of the speakers In a ringing declaration 
that the "United States'should stand 
ready to fight for her-honor and. her 
territory.
